SAFE ENVIRONMENT POLICIES 

Youth and children (anyone under the age of 18) must be accompanied at all times by either a parent/ 
legal guardian or a Safe Environment-cleared chaperone. Minors should not wander the Indiana 
Convention Center, Lucas Oil Stadium, or any other event spaces unaccompanied by an adult. Minors 
must be accompanied by an adult at all sessions, including family and/or youth sessions. 


Talk to your family about choosing a meeting spot should anyone get lost or separated from the 
group. A good location to consider for this purpose is the Lost & Found desk in Hall J. In the case of 
a lost child, notify nearby security personnel or volunteers. Be sure your children know to wear their 
credentials at all times as information printed on their credentials will assist volunteers in contacting 
you should they get separated from you. 


Outside of families, adults with minors must always maintain groups of 3 or more (a minimum of 1 
adult chaperone with 2 youth or 2 adult chaperones with 1 youth).

Weapons of any kind are not allowed in any conference 
venues. Aggressive or disruptive behavior will not be tolerated. 


See something? Say something! We ask that you assist us in making this event safe for all attendees. If 
you see anything happening that looks suspicious or unlawful, please report the problem immediately 
to the appropriate authorities. 


For life-threatening situations or unlawful activity, please call 911 immediately and provide as many 
details as possible.

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SEATING 


All seating is general admission unless otherwise noted. 


In the stadium, the Street Level sections (100s & 200s) are for Full Event Pass Holders only. Day | 
Pass Holders must go further up to the Loge Level (300s & 400s) or Terrace Level (500s & 600s). 


We expect a full stadium with all levels of seating in use. Escalators and ramps to access higher levels 
are located in both the North and South Concourses. Elevators are reserved for those with ADA needs. 


Guests who sit in the front sections of the field seats should be advised that evening programming 
will take place on both the main stage and the center stage. 


Restrooms do not exist on the Field Level. Guests who choose to sit in field seats may use the porta- 
potties located on the Field Level in the Southwest Tunnel or can use stairs to access the restrooms 
on the Street Level Concourse. 


The Upper Level of the West Club Lounge, located near sections 439, 440, & 441, is a great place for 
families with young children who are needing a break from the stadium seats. This space contains 
concessions, tables and chairs, restrooms, and TVs with a programming feed. 


SENSORY ROOMS 

A sensory room is located in Lucas Oil Stadium on the Street Level Concourse in the Southwest 
Elevator Lobby. The stadium also offers sensory bags equipped with noise cancelling headphones, 
fidget tools, verbal cue cards, and weighted lap pads for guests who feel overwhelmed. To utilize a 
sensory bag or gain access to the sensory room, please visit the Lucas Oil Stadium Guest Services 
Kiosk located behind Section 121. 


Sensory rooms for children are located on the second floor of the ICC in Rooms 210 & 211. A sensory 
room for all guests is located on the first floor of the ICC in Room 125.

All buses must enter the South Lot from Capitol 
Avenue using Gate 8 and follow the directions of parking lot personnel. This lot is strictly for loading and 
unloading only. Buses cannot remain parked in this lot. Drivers must stay with their buses at all times. 


The designated rideshare location is Maryland Street, located on the north side of the ICC between 
West Street and Capitol Avenue. All passenger drop off and pickup, whether rideshare or personal 
vehicle, must take place in this zone. 


Parking passes for personal vehicles and buses are available to purchase at locations all around the 
downtown area.

All Congress attendees are invited to participate in the Downtown 
Indianapolis Eucharistic Procession and Benediction on Saturday afternoon 
from 3:00-5:00pm. Please read the following important information to 
ensure smooth and safe participation! 


PARTICIPATION / GATHERING LOCATIONS: 

The procession will begin at 3:00pm on Saturday. Prior to that time, individuals are invited 
to make their way to a spot along the procession route anywhere on N. Meridian Street 
(see map). Please line the sidewalks and prepare to welcome our Eucharistic Lord as 
he arrives! After the Blessed Sacrament and the rest of the procession has passed 
your location, you are then invited (if physically able) to join the end of the procession in 
walking to the Benediction location at the Indiana War Memorial and American Legion 
Mall. Prayers and hymn lyrics can be found in your Magnificat worship aid. 


Large groups wishing to process together must gather on Capitol Avenue south of the 
Indiana Convention Center (ICC) in the direction of Lucas Oil Stadium. The designated 
blocks for groups to gather are on Capitol Avenue between Georgia Street and McCarty 
Street. Groups can gather beginning at 1:30pm. All attendees processing with a group 
must be in place on Capitol Avenue no later than 2:30pm. After 2:30pm, you will not 
be able to access the group gathering location. Groups are responsible for gathering 
group members to line up together. Please note that flags and banners are only allowed 
outdoors and will not be permitted inside the ICC or Lucas Oil Stadium. 


The Georgia Street entrance, lobby, and food court as well as Guest Services/Registration 
(Hall J) will be closed on Saturday from 2:00-3:30pm in preparation for the procession. 
Individuals attending breakouts on Saturday afternoon must exit the ICC using doors 
along Maryland Street. Please head northeast and make your way to Meridian Street as 
quickly as possible. 


ROUTE DETAILS: 

The route is approximately 1 mile long and runs from the Georgia Street entrance of the 
ICC to the Indiana War Memorial and American Legion Mall. Please review the procession 
route map in advance. There is no shuttle service provided after Benediction, so individuals 
must be prepared and able to walk back afterwards. Be sure to wear good walking shoes! 
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SAFETY INFORMATION: 

Please bring a water bottle with you and stay hydrated! Indianapolis can be very hot and 
humid in the summer. Drinking lots of water is of the utmost importance for your safety. 
If you find yourself physically struggling to complete the walk, please stop and rest. Find 
shade and drink water. 


Medical support will be present along the route. Should you need medical assistance, 
find a uniformed police officer or a Congress volunteer who can point you in the 
direction of the nearest resources. A first aid tent is located at the Benediction site on the 
southeast side of American Legion Mall at the corner of Pennsylvania Street and North 
Street. Water and porta-potties can also be found at this location. 


In the event of weather-related delays, important updates will be sent out via app 
notifications, so be sure to download the event app and opt in to app notifications. 


DEPARTURE INSTRUCTIONS: 

Benediction will take place at American Legion Mall at approximately 4:45pm. Upon 
the completion of Benediction, please make your way back towards Lucas Oil Stadium 
for the evening revival session using streets that are still closed to traffic. Follow the 
instructions of law enforcement and be mindful of streets reopening. 


For Uber/Lyft pick up, please make your way north of St. Clair Street (north of American 
Legion Mall, towards the library) and request rides from Meridian Street or the 
surrounding streets in this area. 


If you wish to eat dinner before making your walk back, there are many restaurants in 
the area. Great dining options are located to the east on Massachusetts Avenue or to the 
south near Monument Circle. 
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In addition to booths and displays set up by many incredible apostolates, 
ministries, educators, religious orders, publishers, and vendors, there are 
a variety of event experiences happening throughout the hall.
